Bathroom Beauty 


This is the time of year when a 
homemaker’s fancy turns to the 
way her house looks, Is it ready 
for a, winter of ‘indoors-living? 
Quite often the bathroom is not. 
Rust stains, plaster spots, and 
loosened tiles make even the chic- 
est bathroom look aged and ugly. 

The services of a professional 
bathroom beautician are not re- 
quired, however. Here are some 
simple first aid tips to restora 
this room to its former good 
looks. 

There are many products on 
the market to remove rust stains 
from tile and most times these 
will do the job handsomely. But 
for stickier problems you might 
want to try something more un- 
usual—kerosene. No elbow grease 
required; even the most persist- 
ent stains suecumb to a two-hour 
soak in kerosene. Then just wash 
with soap and hot water. 

For stained marble, work in 
powdered marble with a brush. 
Most tile, marble and granite sur- 
faces should be cleaned only with 
soap and water, reserving the 
use of mild abrasive for problem 
stains, Don’t let water remain on 
tiles, as it may loosen them. 

If cracks are forming around 
the rim of your tub, use a paint 
spatula to clean away. the loos- 
ened cement. The Metal Tube 
Packaging Council recommends 
tub caulk to fill in these cracks. 
Merely squeeze the caulk into the 
crack around the tub, level off

PG&E Asks OK - 
To Credit .. 


Gas Refund on- Bills 


-Paeitio Gas and Electric Com. 
pany has asked the California 
Public ' Utilities Commission for 
approval of a plan to distribute 
to. its gas customers $1,163,189 in 
refunds received from fl Paso 
Natural Gas Company. 

Under the plan, household and 
small general service customers 
would receive a credit of 27 cents 
on their November bills. 

The tefund is another in a 
Series resulting froth refunds 
paid by producers to El Paso on 
its-purchases of natural gas from 
them. As part of a rate settle- 
ment following long litigation, El 
Paso agreed o.pass on to its cus- 
tomers these producer rate re- 
funds, PG&E, in turn, has dis- 
tributed the refunds to its custo- 
mers pursuant to plans previous- 
ly authorized by the California 
Public Utilities Commission. 

Since 1963, PG&E has refunded 
to its gas, electric and steami cus- 
tomers more than $60 million re- 
ceived from El] Paso and has re- 
duced its gas and electric rates 
following reductions in El Paso’s 
rates, 

In 1965, PG&E purchased about 
51 per cent of its supplies of na- 
tural gas from El Paso Natural 
Gas.Company, 29 per cent from 
California fields and 20 per cent 
from Canada.

In New Coliseum Arena 


The 87 by 102 foot ice rink in 
the new Oakland Coliseum arena 
has been successfully frozen and 
everything is in readiness for the 
first event in the beautiful build- 
ing—the yee ls-San Diego hockey 


game at 8 p.m. tonight, 


November 4 was I-Day at the 
new arena. Some 8,000 gallons 
of chilled water combined with 
ethylene glycol was pumped over 
the rink area, frozen by more 
than 56,000 feet of special piping 


embedded in concrete. 


Ice will be resurfaced before 
every game as well as between 
periods of hockey games. A ma- 
chine with an _ 80-inch blade 
mounted in front shaves a thin 
layer of ice from the surface. 
At the same time, water is ap- 
plied from the rear of the ma- 


chine. 


Other upcoming events in the 
glass-walled arena, which seats 
13,000, include Roller Derby Fri- 
day night, Seals vs. Victoria Nov.

There is enough drapery in the 
electrically controlled movable 
curtain system—4,000 yards x 
54” or 2% miles plus—to more 
than roof over the original Ro- 
man Colosseum, The curtain wall 
varies from 20 to 60 feet in 
height. The material is one piece, 
single thickness and dark blue 
in color. It rests in the curtain 
pocket, behind the seat bowl, 
when not in use. The motors pull 
the curtain at varying speeds be- 
cause of the differences in height 
of the curtain. 

The building is 106 feet tall 
with a 70 foot high glass exter- 
ior. There are nearly 11,000 per- 
manent theatre type seats in the

Alameda County mayors meet- 
ing in Alameda last Wednesday 
night approved the general ob- 


| jectives of a regional government 
as outlined by Association of Bay 


Area Governments (ABAG) and 
asked the state legislature to hold 
off on dny plans of its own while 
the nine-county area is “actively 
considering’’ the ABAG plan. 
Senator Eugene McAteer has 
announced that he plans to intro- 
duce a bill creating regional gov- 
ernment in the Bay Area when 
the legislature convenes Jan. 3. 
Mayors generally agreed that 
such a level of government is in- 
evitable and they would rather 
have a hand in creating it than 


;|to have the state or federal gov- 


ernmen create one for them. 
Speaking in behalf of ABAG's 
plan was Vice Mayor Robert G. 
Miller of San Jose, chairman of 
the. committee which developed 


‘it. He said the nine counties |. 


surrounding and touching on the 
Bay contain 4.5 million people, 
more. than any of two-thirds of 
the states in the United States. 
There are 624 units of local gov- 
ernment in the area. 

He said the term “‘regional gov- 
ernment”’ actually means region- 
al home rule. It will have the 
power to tax up to a maximum of 
one cent per $100 assessed evalu- 
ation and would have limited au- 
thority in the fields of airports, 
planning, undeveloped land and 
garbage disposal. 


ABAG can get together and at- 
tempt to solve problems requir- 
ing regional solutions,’ Miller 
said. ‘We're not going to give 
up local autonomy except in some 
instances. We must give up this 
much or more to other state or 
federal jurisdictions (if they step 
an) 

He mentioned other regional 
government now in power in the 
area such as Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District, Bay Conserva- 
tion and Development commis- 
sion, Bay Area Transportation 
Study and others, 

Mayor Jack Maltester of San 
Leandro made the motion to ap- 
prove the general objectives of 
ABAG's Goals and Objectives 
committee report. Albany Mayor 
Richard O, Clark proposed the 
amendment to ask the state leg- 
islature to hold off acting on re- 
gional government while ABAG’s 
plan is under consideration.
